British metal markets have been para- 
lysed by the new Order in Couneil pro- 
hibiting speculative dealings in war 
metals. On the London Metal Exchange, 
as soon as the regulation became known, 
all open dealings, except in tin, were pro- 
hibited pending consultation with the 
authorities as to the precise effect of the 
Order. The state of the metal market 
of late has been such that “something ” 
obviously had to be done. Copper is now 
more than £100 per ton, as compared with 
prices varying between £62 and £78 in 
1915. The price of spelter is between 
three and four times what it was before 
ithe war. Lead, antimony, nickel, tung- 
sten, and other metals are likewise enor- 
mously enhanced in cost. Wt is speaking 
loosely to say that the recent great ad- 
vances in price are due to speculation.

‘Censorships. 


The Governments of Great Britain, 
France, Russia, and Germany all applied 
the same stupid sort of censorship to the 
Press, and all the newspapers, in what- 
ever language they are printed, resented 
that stupidity with an equal vigour. The 
British genius for compromise effected, 
after a time, a fairly good working arrange- 
ment between. the censorship and the 
Press, and we now hear only an occasional 
grumble. In France the censorship is 
. still much stricter than in these countries 
—but parts of France are occupied by the 
enemy. In Germany, and in Russia— 
where the Press is only beginning to be 
free—the newspapers are kept in a state 
of stern discipline by the military authori- 
ties. In all these countries, however, it 
is not the strictness, buf the bungling and 
inconsistency, of thé censorship against 
which the Press rebels. The German 
newspapers complain. of the absence of 
logical regulations. They are still un- 
‘certain whether they may publish “' true 
reports ’ of Parliamentary speeches, and 
a similar uncertainty exists about the 
asualty lists. There is such an absence 
of uniformity that even the-Budget Com- 
mittees of the Reichstag and of the Prus- 
sian Diet have been moved to protest. The 
debate in the Duma, during the present 
week, on the Military Censorship Bill re- 
vealed a curiously close analogy between 
the ways of the Russian censorship, and 
some of the early vagaries of the British 
department. Provincial Governors have 
tried to muzzle newspaper criticism on 
matters of domestic polities. The Press 
was forbidden to mention the problem of 
the refugees until the railway services were 
disorganised. Official reticence has. re- 
sulted in unnecessary delays in the con- 
version of the railway gauge at Archangel 
—with the incidental result that no Rus- 
sian flax-seed is coming into Ireland. The 
English censor who blue-pencilled a quota- 
tion from Mr. Kipling has a brother in 
Russia who deleted a quotation from 
Pushkin as being dangerous to public 
order. Fortunately, such aberrations of 
authority will soon be impossible in 
Russia. The Duma diseussed the Censor- 
ship Bill with a cheerful audacity which, 
ten years ago, would have sent half tite 
delegates:in a chain-gang to Siberia.
